Official Statement on Relief 


FEDERAL EMERGENCY RELIEF ADMINISTRATION 
Washington 

February 2, 1934. 

TO ALL STATE EMERGENCY RELIEF ADMINISTRATIONS: 
SUBJECT: Part-time Jobs for College Students. 

This letter will authorize and direct you to make relief funds available 
for a program of part-time employment for college students. from this date 
to the end of the current academic school year, but not including the sum- 
mer session of 1934. The following stipulation, shall govern the program: 

1. All institutions of a collegiate or university character (hereafter 

called colleges) which desire such aid, shall be included, provided they are 
non-profit making as attested by the fact that their regular educational 
buildings and grounds are exempted from the property tax levied by the 
State and-or local community. In case of question the State department 
of education in each State shall determine which institutions moot the 
above requirements. y 

2. Jobs shall be allocated for the collages on the basis of their enroll- 

ment of full-time students of college grade, or higher, as of October 16, 
1983. A full-time student is one carrying at least three-fourth^ of the 
normal student program of courses. The allotment of jobs for each col- 
lege will be equal to, but at no time above, ten per cent of its full-time 
student enrollment. \ S 

8. The pay shall be from 210 to 820 per calendar month per student 
employed and shall be earned by socially desirable work. The allotment 
to each college shall be based on an average of 21b per month per student 
employed. j /

QUMDAY afternoon last, the Met- 
^ ropolitan linger, Marla Jerltaa, 
appeared In a concert. She von her 
audience to her immediately with 
her charming manner — a combina- 
tion of the “grand diva" and the 
artleealy simple.

the larger the class the less one can 
benefit from personal Instruction. 

If the 600 students will be taken 
from our own student body then I 
submit to you the injustice of ask- 
ing the rest of the student body to 
support 600 students and the Uni- 
versity to Increase the total of stu- 
dents aided to 1800. 

It all seems to be, as one profes- 
sor stated, “Government charity at 
private cost,” with the government 
getting alt the credit and hence suf- 
ficient sympathy and votes to put it 
back for another term. 

Not that I advocate the return of 
the Republican party or the initia- 
tion of a third group into office. 

(We will let personal politics out 
for the moment.) But 1 see no rea- 
son why politicians should ask 
private institutions to “shell Out” 
good money for a subtle type of 
campaigning. 

If the Federal Government is 
truly in earnest about the whole 
subject, it could easily do what was 
done during the late war in con- 
nection with the B.O.T.C. when 
tuition and foes were all paid by 
the Government. This last scheme 
is much better than the present one 
inasmuch as it would not imperil 
the already nene-too-flrm financial 
structure of the universities. 


rpHE Federal Emergency Relief 
^ measure allotting $7,000,000 for 
the education of 100,000 college stu- 
dents sounds wonderful, if you stop 
there. It will certainly make good 
campaign material for next Novem- 
ber’s elections, at the expense of 
the University. 

As the bill stands now, George 
Washington would be expected to 
enter some 600 students free of 
charge — no tuition, no fees, no noth- 
ing. The Federal allotment would 
see to it that every month said stu- 
dents would receive from $10 to $80 
apiece. 

Aside from the fact that this Uni- 
versity already is caring for 700 
students in one way or another, 
the scheme is as one professor 
tersely puts it "all wet.” In the 
first place a student could not sub- 
sist upon a pension of $80 a month, 
even if he ate at the Panntteria. 
Again, there is the matter of 600 
students. 

If anyone tells me that this Uni- 
versity can care for 600 students 
without adding more members to 
the faculty, I say he ia wrong. If 
the students merely are “shoved” 
into classes already crowded then 
we who pay our good money to gat 
an education will be “gypped,” for

MOST G.WJtea really approve of 
* the efforts of the administra- 
tive heads of the U ni ver si ty to pub- 
licise the school through intercol- 
legiate athletics. Publicity given to 
the school through a football team 
of really “big time” caliber, through 
the granting of honorary degrees to 
famous personages, and through the 
radio forum of station WMAL, most 
all will agree, serves the Justifiable 
end of potting the University in a 
position where it will ultimately be 
of even greater service to the com- 
munity. To be frank with ourselves, 
however, we must recognise that all 
of these things are merely forms 
of advertisement. 

One form of advertisement for 
this University has been largely 
overlooked. Colgate University, the 
University of Syracuse, Boston Uni- 
versity, University of Southern 
California and many others have in 
reoent years obtained a very great 
deal of publicity through launching 
a series of what is known as “ex- 
tension debates." These debates are 
not given before bored college 
audiences foroed to attend by their 
professors of the speech department 
but are held before rotary clubs, 
Kiwanls clubs, professional and 
business men's organisations, church 
organisations, and most important, 
before audiences in the high schools 
of the area from which the institu- 
tion wishes to draw its students. In 
the extension debate program deci- 
sions are not rendered by judges 
but by the audience, on what are 
known as "change of opinion” bal- 
lots. Open forums are usually held 
afterward. In this way consider- 
able interest not only in the sub- 
jects themselves but also in the Uni- 
versity and in its work is engend- 
ered on the part of a great many 
different and usually representative 
people. 

Such a program, however, is only 
, possible where the speech and ds- 
Jb bate department* m really alive 

and active.

This is a subject about which 
. George Washington fraternity man 
should be concerned. Then ia no 
reason why the fraternity men hero 
should not equal tha records of 
fraternity men at other Universities 
in tha first place and why they 
should not equal the records of non- 
fraternity men at George Wash- 
ington.

istrator shall be made to each 8tate on the application of the State Emer- 
gency Relief Administration. The State application shall be accompanied 
by an affidavit signed by the President of each institution qualified and da- 
airing to participate in this fund, and eaeh affidavit shall carry th* endorse- 
ments of the chief echool officer of the State and of the State Emergency 
Relttf Administrator. The President in his affidavit will covsr th* fol- 
lowing points: 

(a) that th* institution is a collegiate or university character, i.e., 
that it requires at least th* equivalent of high school graduation for 
admission of regular student* to Its principal curricula; 

(b) that the institution is non-profit in character as attested by the 
fact that by its charter its regular educational property is exempt from 
taxes; 

(e) that its full-time student enrollment on October 18, 1933, was 

that ten per oent of such enrollment ia 

and that the monthly allotment requested ia $ . based 

upon th* $16 avenge par student to be employed; 

(d) that if granted an allotment of student employment funds he will 
Undertake to guarantee that th* work project* upon which student* will 
be employed will conform with th* stipulation* W paragraph S below; 

(•) that th* itudent* for employmant grill b* selected in accordanc* 
with paragraph 8 below; 

(O that the institutions win waive all ties far ragistrattoa, tuition, 
laboratories and-or any othar purpose far students working under this 
arrangement. 

6. The type* for which th* fundi thus allotted may ba used cover the 
range of job* customarily dans In ths Institutions by students who era \ 
working their way through college, Including clerical, library, research, and 
work on buildings and grounds, and in dormitories and dining halla, but ex- 
cluding regular elan Instruction; except ’that for institution not under 
public central, construction sad repair project* If carriad on must b* on 
nearby publlo property. Th* institution shall be th* final judge aa to ths 
acceptability of projects carried on within th* institution*. All jobs must 
b* under th* direct charge at ths , institution except th* construction sad 
repair project* noted abort. These shall be under th* local relief authori- 
ties. Ths allotment shall provide job* In addition to those being now pro- 
vided by th* institution. 

6. Th* atadants shall be selected for the jobs on the fallowing con- 
siderations; 

(a) Need. The student’s financial status shall he such as to make 
impossible Ms attendance at college without this aid. 

(b) Character and ability to do college week. Th* students shall be 
of good character and judged by th* usual methods of determining ability 
employed by the particular oollega, shall possess such ability as to givs 
assurance that they will do high grad* work in eollsg*. 

(c) Statu* es to present attendance. Not more than 76 par cent of 
the funds allotted to any institution shall be paid to student* who wore 
regularly enrolled in some college daring January, 1984. 

(d) Equitable division between sexes. Job* shall bt allocated between 
boys and girls in proportion to th* enrollment of each in the particular' 
school.

A Federal “Hand-out" 

“The overhead of education is de- 
frayed by the University from its own 
funds. Under normail conditions, thera- 
fore, the University is performing a so- 
cial service for which it receives but 
a fraction of the costs In return. 

“The suggested plan of -government 
largess would appear to the casual ob- 
server is an outright gift from the 
government Fundamentally, it ia pre- 
supposing A gift from the University 
equal to at Teaat twice aa much aa 
would be given by the government It 
ia therefore basically a federal ’hand- 
out’ of which the university pays most 
of the bill. 

Didn’t Watt for Suggestion 
“Its unfortunate effect la apt to ba 
Imposing upon ths universities a bur- 
den which can undermine their finan- 
cial structure end strike at the vary 
life of the institution.’’ 

Another University authority hers 
pointed out that the University had 
not waited for the Federal Govern- 
ment to suggest aid for students. Un- 
der the present system here a system 
of self-help has been provided rather 
than ona of public donation, this indi- 
vidual told ui. 

G. W. Helping T#0 Already 
A check at the Comptroller's office 
showed this to be true. According to 
the records, there are some 500 stu- 
dents receiving aid through Univer- 
sity loans. At least another 200 more 
receive help from the institution 
through Fellowships, scholarships, and 
campus work. 

Surprisingly enough, one of the most 
liberal individuals on the faculty vs- 
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homently declared that the Federal ap- 
propriation waa all wrong. “The stu- 
dents who receive assistance now are 
on their own. They are helped through 
work here or loans because 9 f their 
character and their trustworthiness. 
This is backed against the weaklings 
who must ask the government for a 
dole.” 1 

The meeting with Commissioner 
Zook will no doubt play a large part 
in the final solution of the problem.
